The painful rumor mentioned in 
our issue of yesterday morning in re- 
lation to Mr. Williamson Whitehead 
of Fayetteville, was confirmed yes- 
terday by the Wide Awake, which 
gives particulars of the sad occur- 
rence. Mr. Whitehead had been ob- 
served to be much depressed for sey~ 
eral days preceding his attempt upon 
his own life. On Saturday lest he did 
not return home to either dinner or 
supper, and not returning by 11 
o’clock at night, his wife became 
uneasy and went out in search of 
him. Hearing nothing of .him, she 
went to his office, near Eccles’ 
Bridge, and opening the door, found 
him lying on the floor, inzensible. 


} The services of a policeman were pro- 


cured, and a light brought, and it 
was then found that his head was 
penetrated by a pistol ball which en- 
_tered the left temple ranging back to 
the base cf the skull. 


acase of suicide. We publish the 
following letter from a well-known 
citizen of Fayetteville, which 
strengthens that impression, and 
which arrives at the painful conclu- 
sion that the wound must be fatal. 

Mr. Whitehead was about 48 years 
old with a wife and family of three 
children, a man of great integrity of 
character, a worthy member of the 
Presbyterian church, and a good citi- 
zen, brought to an untimely end by 
the pressure of misfortune be found 
he could neither overcome or allevi- 
ate: 

FAYETTEVILLE, Jan. 15, 1876.)

Williamson Whitehead, Esq., a 
highly respectable citizen of our 
town, was found in his office last 
night about 11 o’clock weltering in 
blood, having shot himself with a 
pistol through the head. The ball 
entered just behind the right ear, 
and lodged under the skin above the 
lefteye. Hestill lives, but is uncon- 
cious and insensible and cannot re- 
cover. This rash act is supposed to 
have been caused by temporary in- 
sanity, brought about by pecuniary 
trouble. 


MAKING THEIR OwN FERTILIZERS. 

In Oak Grove and Barton Creek 
Townships of this county, the far- 
mers arearranging to quit buyiog 
fertilizersand intend to buy their 
own chemicals and make their com- 
post. Mr. Joseph T. Rogers says he 
sold ten tons of fertilizers in that 
section last vear, and this year he 
Won’tseli any all. Aaderson 
Clemens, agood farmer, maxes his 
own compost and has left his receipt 
with Jordan Womble of this city to 
give to Phil Hawkins. The chemi- 
eals fora ton of this compost cost 
Mr. Clemens about ten dollars, and 
he then furnished four bushels of 


cotton seed; three bushels of ashes, 


ten pounds of salt and forty bushels 
of stable manure. Messrs. Christo 
pherand Meacham have also made 
twelve tons of their own fertilizers 
and are going to try it on their land. 
Tbey put on four hundred pounds to 
the acre of this compost, while with 
the fertilizers they buy, they only 
put two hundred pounds to the acre.

| How Mr. Ivey FARMED. 

‘‘Mr. Womble,” said the reporter, 
addressing a man of sound agricul- 
tural sense, and practical in all his 
views, ‘how is it, some few farmers 
prosper and thrive, and others look 
seedy and disheartened, as if the 
ground hadall gone barren and the 
country was grown up in weeds :” 

“Why it’s ‘go boys,’’ with a heap 
ofthem, and not ‘‘come boys,’ as it 
ought to be,’? said Mr. Womble. 
‘‘They depend on others to work in- 
stead of taking hold and working 
themselves. 

‘IT believe you’ve got it down 
right.’ 

“IT know I have. Why, eighteen 
miies above here, a gentleman for 
years hadn’t been making more than 
three bags of cotton a year on his 
place, and he was so discouraged that 
he sold out to a man named Ivey. 
Ivey shucked his coat off and went 
to work as busy as a bee. He utilized 
all the manure on the place, raked up 
all under the old fences, and bought 
him just one hundred dollars worth 
of fertilizers, and the very first year 
he made ten or eleven bags of cotton 
on identically the same land. I said 
to Mr. Bright, a neighbor of his, one 
day, that I reckoned the people up 
that way found Ivey a right mode} 
kind of farmer, and Bright, whoisa 
good farmer and a hard working 
man, laughed and said: ‘Ivey is 
beating me so badly I thought I'd 
sellout and go away. ‘*That’s the 
sort of farmers that win, sir.”

Jhe decay of the native 
moral population and the infiux of 
one of foreign birth will efface the 
marked peculiarties of the New Eng- 
land States. T he North-west, which 
was for a cime only a New England 
of a large growth, has in process of 
time, cha:ged its character, retain- 
ing all the energies of the original 
stock, blended with the broad gen- 
erosity of the western man, likely to 
produce in the course of time a race 
every way admirable. But New Eng- 
land itself, the parent of other States, 
herself has lost its pre-eminence, and 
must eventually fall back to that 
modest share in the native propor- 
tioual to the size of her territory. 


EX-GOVERNOR HOLDEN. 

The Philadelphia Temes says: 
“Mr. Blaine naturally enough grav- 
itated down to Ex-Governor Hol- 
den in his rattling of the Jeff Davis 
bones yesterday.”

The unexperienced ex-Gov- 
ernor did not think it probable that 
Mr. Blaire would use a weapon 
which the latter, so astute, found so 
fitted to his purpose.

defendants responsible, the following 
being his briefly written opinion in 
the case: 

“I know of noexception to the rule 
that where one, as principal, con- 
tracts to fulfil aduty toward another, 
he is liable for any default, whether 
on his own part or. that of those to 
whom he delegates the duty. The 
cases where a bailee is not liable for 
the misearriage of his agents or ser- 
vants are exceptions to tbe general 
rule, for there the implied contract is 
ouly to exercise ordinary care, and if 
in selecting the agents this duty hs 
‘been fulfilled the implied contract is 
satisfied.’—WN.
